all earning their bread hy the sweat 
or their brow. 

From land which bas lonu lain Idle 
the following was raised lost year : 
28 tons or strawberries, snpplled to 
the London market thle year ; 8 tons 
of raspberries ; 3 1-2 tons of goose- 
berries ; 10 tons of black currants, and 
2 1-2 toss or red. 

The Colony Is divided Into agricul- 
tural and industrial sections— a thou- 
sand acres are pasture, two hundred 
arable, eight hundred devoted to mar- 
ket gardens and nurseries, and the re- 
maining rive hundred are leased ont 
to tenant rarmers by the Army. The
